19.—Ten 
persona 
wore injured seriously and twenty 
others had narrow escapes when 250 
feet of the Twelfth street bridge over 
the river and viaduct collapsed. It 
was thought at first that several had 
been killed, but workmen delving In 
tho ruins have not found any bodies. 
The bridge was closed on its west 
approach for construction work on 
the railroad viaduct underneath. The 
accident occurred just after a street 
car had run tfart way across the 
bridge and thirty passengers had 
alighted to walk over the dangerous 
portion to get on another car. The 
passengers were hurrying along in a 
group, when there was a loud rum 
bllng and a crash, and the footway 
sank beneath them, carrying many ol 
them to the pits below. 
.Many others escaped by clinging to 
slide timbers. These, with the cai 
crews, began the work of rescue and 
most of the injured were taken out 
before the police ambulances came. 
Several were found with legs and 
arms broken and internal injuries.

8TRANGE 
CITY 
HAS 
RISEN 


Horr.es for Dirigibles and Aeroplanes 
on Bethany Plain. 
Rheims, Aug. 19.—A vast, strange 
looking aerodrome city has risen on 
Bethany plain, near this city, in an­ 
ticipation of aviation week, which 
will begin next Sunday and run 
through the following Saturday and 
during which feats of skill and dp.r- 
ing by aviators in heavier-than-air ma­ 
chines and aeronauts in spherica 
and dirigible balloons will be wit­ 
nessed. 
The aerodrome proper is 2,500 me 
ters wide and extends 2,700 meters on 
one side and 1,500 on the other, mak­ 
ing a circuit of about 10,000 meters. 
The four angles of the course are 
marked by large derricks, and two 
grandstands, twice the size of the 
Dieppe automobile race tribune, tower 
over the field, while forty aeroplane 
sheds and other large homes for the 
dirigibles dot the enclosure. The first 
tribune, in which the loges rented 
from $50 to $200 for the week, was 
hastily reserved throughout, necessl 
tating the construction of a second 
immense popular enclosure accommo­ 
dating 40,000 persons, the fee of ad 
mission to which will be one franc. 


Denver, Aug. 19.—Another cloud­ 
burst at Four Mile creek, near Canon 
City, made more disastrous the flood 
In the Arkansas river valley, which 
ainee early Wednesday threatened ad­ 
joining towns, washed out railroad 
tracks and tied up many trains car­ 
rying Eastern tourists. 
The cloudburst was exceptionally 
heavy and soon the river, swollen by 
mountain torrents, had risen eight 
feet, six inches. Denver and Rio 
Grande and Colorado Midland trains 
were blocked at many places and 
scores of tourists were reported de­ 
layed at Pueblo, Salida, Grand Junc­ 
tion and other points. 
The picturesque Royal gorge, where 
the Arkansas river rushes through a 
canyon 1,000 feet deep, 1b a scene of 
wild fury. The water has reached the 
level of the famous “hanging bridge,” 
although the bridge is said to be in­ 
tact. 
At Pueblo the water is splashing 
over the levee at the state asylum 
grounds and with a six-inch rise the 
grounds of the asylum, as well as a 
large portion of the residence section 
near, will be under water. 
Denver and Rio Grande officials 
here state that forty-five miles of their 
track between here and Salida are 
washed out and that it will be at 
least a week before traffic can be re­ 
sumed.

BIGGEST IN WORLD’S HISTORY 


Enormous Amount of 8even Billion, 


Seven Hundred and Seventy-eight 


Million Dollars of Wealth Produced 


In a Single Year by the Farmers of 


This Country— No Need to Pity the 


Farmer. 


Washington, Aug. 19.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson, in his annual re­ 
port, thinks those who have been 
pitying the farmer had better wake 
up to the fact that during the past 
year—that is, the crop year of 1908— 
there was a net gain in the value ot 
crops which raises the total valuation 
of farm products up to the astonishing 
total of $7,778,000,000, the biggest in 
the world history/ 
“While these figures contain some 
duplication,” the secretary explained, 
“on the other hand they do not con­ 
tain some important items of wealth 
production, and the fact remains that 
the unthinkable amount of $7,778,000,- 
OOO of wealth have been produced by 
farmers this year for national suste­ 
nance and for export to the craving 
millions of foreign countries. 
“It is a real tangible wealth, as it 
exists at the time it leaves the hands 
of the producer. It is about four times

the value of the products of the mines, 
Including mineral oils and precious 
metals. 
“Greatest of all crops is Indian corn. 
The value of this crop almost sur­ 
passes belief. It is $1,615,000,000. 
“For the first time in the history of 
the country’s agriculture the value of 
the cotton crop, including seed, has 
apparently exceeded the value of the 
hay crop, which has heretofore held 
second place for a long series of years. 
“Wheat is 1.5 per cent above the 
five-year average in production and 
23.3 per cent above that average in 
total value. 
“The value of the farm products of 
th* dairy cow is getting closer and 
closer to $800,000,000, and the eggs 
and poultry produced on the farm are 
worth as much as the cotton crop, 
seed included or theBhay crop or the 
wheat crop.”

Drive Back the Troops 
Defending 
Boston. 
Boston. Aug. 19.—General Bliss and 
his inviding army of tho red, con­ 
sisting of troops from Connecticut, 
New York, Now Jersey, the District 
of Columbia and the Tenth regular 
cavalry from Fort Ethan Allen, rest­ 
ed at least, five miles nearer Boston 
than they were twenty-four ago as a 
result of the day’s operations in the 
mimic war game. The extreme left 
of the Massachusetts army of defense, 
known as the blues, under command 
of Brigadier General William A. Pew, 
was hammered unmercifully during 
the morning, so that the entire loft 
wing was forced to retreat and in ad­ 
dition the blue suffered the loss of 
one battery and a wagon train. 
Far superior in actual numbers and 
in cavally, tho red forces swept down 
upon the blues* left and drove them 
first into one position and then .anoth­ 
er with irresistible force. 
For tin* 
past three days General Bliss has 
moved his army in three divisions 
massed with the full strength of his 
cavalry on his left flank. 
In other 
words the flying squadron has been 
between his infantry strength and the 
blue army, and an invinciple strength 
It proved to be, with the experienced 
Tenth colored cavalry to infuse life 
and purpose into the volunteer caval­ 
rymen from the District of Columbia 
and New York.

TRIBUTE TO PROF. HARTLEY 


Waseca Paper Has an Account of 
His Death With Brief Sketch of 


Life and Character 


The death of Superintendent Hartley 
Saturday evening came as a shock to 
his many friends and former pupils in 
this city. He had not been in robust 
health the past few years, but only his 
closest friends were aware of the seri­ 
ousness of his condition. 
He had been 
spending his vacation here with his 
wife who was nursing him back to 
health, as he firmly hoped and bravely 
battled for. He was planning to take 
up his work in the fall and only a few 
days before his death, with the help of 
his wife, had compiled the list of books 
needed for the Brainerd schools next 
year, and had the order ready for the 
publishers. He had set Wednesday as 
the date of a visit to Brainerd, but 
when the morning came, he was too ill 
to leave his bed. Up to this time he 
had been able to dress and move about 
the house and yard. He sank rapidly 
and recognized no one after Thursday. 
Death was due to anemia. 
Tolbert Berwell Hartley was born on 
a farm near Columbus, Wis., July 9, 
1848. He attended Wayland university 
in Beaver Dam and the old Chicago 
university. 
His early years of princi- 
palship were in Hokah, Minn., and Kil- 
boura, Wis. 
He came to Waseca in 
1883 and was the efficient superintend­ 
ent of our city schools for three years. 
He occupied a similar position in Besse­ 
mer and Eaton Rapids, Mich., for fif­ 
teen years. For the last eight years 
he has been superintendent of the 
Brainerd, Minn., schools. 
He was a student and teacher in every 
sense of the word and stood for thoro- 
ness in every department of school 
work. He was the personal friend and 
helper of every young person who 
wanted an education and brought out 
the best in all his teachers and pupils, 
He was always the modest, dignified 


gentleman. Generous and un selfish he 
has lived a life of self-sacrifice and dies 
loved and mourned by all who knew 
him. As a friend remarked yesterday: 
“ He did me a thousand favors and I 
could never return one unless I trapped 
him. ” 
In 1885 he was united in marriage 
with Miss Effie Winters, of this city, 
who was his assistant in the high 
school. They had no children. Besides 
his wife, he is survived by a sister, 
who lives in California. 
Funeral services will be held at the 
home this afternoon at two o’clock and 
interment made in Woodville cemetery. 
Many hearts go out in sympathy to 
the bereaved wife.

Beverly, Mass., Aug. 19.—Reports 
which are reaching Beverly daily from 
Washington and New York that the 
constitutionality of the new corpora­ 
tion tax is to be tested just as soon 
as an effort is made to collect it, 
have not disturbed the president the 
least, as he laughingly told a number 
Of callers. The tests and protests, 
the president declared, were all an­ 
ticipated and no threats of the cor­ 
poration lawyers now cause the chief 
executive any alarm. 
Mr. Taft, who is himself the father 
of the corporation tax idea, is thor­ 
oughly convinced that the tax will 
stand 
any 
test. Attorney General 
Wfckersham and Senator Root, who 
collaborated on the corporation tax 
provision of the tariff hill, believe 
the measure as enacted will survive 
any attempt to nullify it. Mr. Taft 
said that the test cases were but 
natural and that no unusual or new 
system of taxation had ever been sub­ 
mitted to without some sort of fight. 
Attorney General W ickerham is 
coming to see the president Friday 
concerning some pardon cases and 
also to go over a few of the prelimi­ 
naries in the plan for the reorganiza­ 
tion of the duties of the interstate 
commerce commission, the amend­ 
ment of the Sherman anti-trust law 
and bringing of interstate corpora­ 
tions more definitely under the con­ 
trol of the one branch of the govern­ 
ment. Mr. Wickersham has given 
much study tc these subjects which 
will be the principal recommendations 
In the president’s message to con­ 
gress next December. 


Principal Aim of Administration. 
- IP his speech of acceptance^ in his 


inaugural address, and during his 
campaign tours, President Taft defi­ 
nitely committed himself to the so­ 
called “Roosevelt policies” and de­ 
clared that the principal aim of his 
administration would be to establish 
the necessary machinery to enforce 
these laws. It was necessary, Mr. 
Taft said, to perfect machinery by 
which the standards of the last admin­ 
istration might be maintained, by 
which lawbreakers might promptly be 
restrained and punished, but which 
should 
operate 
with sufficient ac­ 
curacy and dispatch as to interfere 
with legitimate business as little as 
possible. 
According to Mr. Taft’s view, the 
machinery to enforce the laws on the 
statute books is now Inadequate. 
He believes that the interstate com­ 
merce commission is so overcrowded 
with work that the long delays inci­ 
dent to its investigations and deci­ 
sions under existing conditions work 
a hardship alike to the railroads and 
the complainants with grievances. He 
believes that the commission ought, to 
be relieved of its jurisdiction as an 
executive, directing body, and that its 
functions should be limited to the 
quasi-judicial investigation of com­ 
plaints made by individuals, and by a 
department of government charged 
with the executive business of super­ 
vision. 
The president also believes that un­ 
der the Sherman anti trust law as it 
stands today there is much to inter­ 
fere with legitimate business. He 
has been urged by many of his advis­ 
ers to recommend its repeal in toto. 
But the president believes there is 
enough good in the statute to offset 
any hardships it may occasion and 
that by amendment it can be made an 
effective and just instrument.
